Congressman 
Oren Harris an 


nounccd today receipt of reply to 
his letters to C. E. Wilson, Secrc- 
:ary of Defense, and John Taber, 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, in reference to 
the utilization of t.hd Hope airport 
in connection with the National Be- 
fense Program. 


A few days ago Mr. Harris wrote 


letters to Mr. Wilson, Mr. Taber, 
and others, calling to their attention 
the availability of tho Hope airport 
and urging the program be re- 
surveyed with a view of utilizing 
the Hope airport facilities in tho 
interest of national defense and 
economy in our defense program, 
saving the taxpayers millions ot j 
dollars. The use ot this facility had 
previously been urged by the con 
gressman. With the new admini- 
stration committed to a program 
of economy, he again requested 
the use of the airport. 


Mr. Taber acknowledged his let- 


ter, Mr. Harris said, and stated 
that he was "asking the sub-com- 
mittee that handles military con- 
struction to look into this matter." 
Mr. Taber further said that "It 
certainly seems to sound like a 
situation where they could save 
a sizable, sum of money by using 
what they have." 


The reply from C. E. Wilson, Sec- 


retary of Defense, is of equal in- 
terest and importance: In acknowl- 
edging Mr. Harris1 letter, Mr. Wil- 
son said initial responsibility for 
selection and development of Air 
Force bases rests with the Depart- 
w°"t of the Air Force. He has, 
therefore, referred the matter to 
Secretary Talbott and assured that 
"full consideration will be given to 
the argumentsvyou have presented." 


Secretary Wilson said he has ask- 


ed Talbott to communicate with 
Mr. Harris directly and "because 
of my interest in this important 
matter have requested that the fur- 
nish me a copy of his reply." 
.Congressman Harris also advises 
that he has 'talked, personally ,to
